British Bet 
Record Sum 
On Racing 


LONDON—(#)—Pari-mutuel bet- 
ting on horse racing in Britain 
reached another record high last 
year as the fans poured 5,118,840 
pounds ($20,475,360) more throwc¢h 
the totalizator machines than they 
did in 1947. 

The Race Course Betting Con- 
trol Board reported yesterday that 
the turnover was 26,254,614 
pounds ($105,018,456) for 1948. 
This established a record for ‘‘tote’”’ 
betting, which has been practiced 
in Britain only since 1930. In 1947 
it was 21,133,774 pounds ($84.,- 
535,096). 

Accounting for a large part of 
the increase was the fact that the 
horses raced oftener. The 1948 pro- 
gram comprised 605 day programs 
as compared with 552 in 1947 

Tote betting has mounted stead- 
ily since machine wagering was 
introduced to compete with book- 
makers. In the first full season, 
1930, the turnover was 3,259,502 
pounds ($13,038,008). In the last 
complete season before the war, 
1938, the figure had mounted to 
9,093,482 pounds ($36,373,928).

Magnetic Pole Relocated 


100 Mi. From Original Spot 


By THOMAS R. HENRY 


WASHING TON—(NANA)—A 


new position for the North mag- 


netic pole, more than 100 miles northwest of the spot now marked 


on most maps, has been determined by Canada’s Dominion Observa- 


tory after extensive surveys during the past two years. 


The location, which is expected 
to remain approximately fixed for 
some years, has just been reported 
to the Arctic Institute of North 
America—a point in the north- 
western part of Prince of Wales 
Island, north of Canada, at ap- 
proximately 73 north latitude and 
100 west longitude. 

The site of the magnetic pole 
was determined more than 100 
years ago by the great British ex- 
plorer, Sir James Clark Ross, aft 
er a 100-mile trek on foot. Ross 
fixed the spot at 70 north latitude 
and 96 west longitude. This, he 
determined from.24 hours of ob 
servations, was the center of an 
area 16 miles in diameter around 
which the pole was moving. Ross 
raised the British flag and formal- 
ly claimed the region in the name 
of King William IV. 

This position was generally ac- 
cepted until about, two years ago 
when American fliers, crossing the 
Arctic basin and the North Pole, 
reported that this focus of the 


northern hemisphere’s magnetism 

had made a © 
| westward. This was only a casual 
| observation. 
that the magnetic pole can be con- 
‘sidered only as a theoretical point,

The Canadian observers flew to 
the shore of Allen Lake in North- 
western Prince of Wales Land and 
determined that the pole travels 
daily in an irregular circle with a 
radius of about 25 miles on a mag- 
netically quiet day and 50 miles 
on a disturbed day. These obser- 
vations have been checked by 
magnetic observations at 18 sta- 
tions throughout the Canadian 
islands. 

The present position is by far 
the most accurate yet determined 
—but admittedly it is not the final 
answer. A complete solution of 
the problem will not be possible, 
the Canadian scientists say in their 
report to the Arctic Institute, until 
magnetic stations have been estab- 
lished in Victoria Land, Banks 
Island, Prince Patrick Island,

on the original cost. As every housewife 
knows, replacement of prewar goods to- 
day costs two to three times the original 
cost. Second, about 18 percent of 1948 
profits are accounted for by inventory 
gains. That is, goods bought at prices 
lower than present-day market value. 
These are more paper profits than real 
and if prices should decline would turn 
into losses. In 1930, for example, inven- | 
tory losses decreased profits by 50.7 per- | 
cent. 

Business is spending larger portions 
of its earnings than ever before for expan- 
sion. Labor spokesmen, and some Gov- 
ernment officials, while insisting that 
expansion hasn’t gone fast enough, decry 
the use of profits for that purpose. But 
where else is the necessary capital com- 
ing from? High taxes, imposed by the 
Government, and high wages, imposed by 
the unions, have so decreased dividends to 
stockholders that equity capital is not 
easily obtainable. In 1929 stockholders 
were paid 69 percent of the after-tax prof- | 
its of corporations. In 1940 they got 63 
percent. But last year only 38 percent 
was paid in dividends and about the same 
proportion will be paid this year. That 
is why the public is not too ready to invest 
in common stock issues and why only 20 
percent of the capital obtained in 1947 
was through stock sales. 


We have nothing against Allen save a 
resentment that he has not long ago had 
the good grace to step down and save the 
city additional embarrassment.

After the recent hearings by his Sen- 
ate Committee on the subject of corporate 
profits, Sen. Flanders, Vermont, Republi- 
can, remarked that “business has made a 
better case for itself than had been ex- 
pected.” 


Though the supporting statistics and 
qualifications that so often confuse the 
average man were presented freely before 
the Senate Committee, more clear-cut 
facts emerged from the hearings and the 
discussions surrounding them _ probably 
than ever before. It was a good start at 
presenting the message of individual en- 
terprise before the public. And the facts 
brought out serve to refute many of the 
attacks to which business has been sub- 
jected in recent years. 


The public might ponder, for instance, 
the fact that the average investment in 
American industry needed to put a man 
or woman to work is $8,389. It ranges 
from $3,759 per wage earner in the tex- 
tile industries to $21,205 in the telephone 
system and $27,375 in chemicals. 

Although business profits are high this 
year, dollarwise, the figures actually are 
distorted considerably. This distortion 
comes from the fact that the Government 
does not allow depreciation of machinery 
and equipment to be figured on replace- 
ment costs, but insists that it be figured

The South Is Coming Into Tts Own

Did You Know 
This About Georgia? 


Ralph McGill is on vacation: During his 
absence, this space will be used for a series of 
interesting articles on Georgia, especially pre- 
pared by Gus Bernd, Historical Research Assist- 
ant in the Office of the Secretary of State. 


Georgians were reluctant to break their ties of loyalty to the 
Mother Country; so much so that South Carolina at one time ostra- 
cized Georgia from friendly trade relations. But when once aroused, 
as usual, Georgia went all out for liberty. There was only one 
Nancy Hart; but there were enough patriots to thwart the aims of 
cocky British and treacherous Tories. The events in the young 
colony during the formative years of the American Revolution 
were spectacular, and quite remarkable were the leading men who 
helped to shape the revolutionary sentiment. 

The “Liberty Boys” were active in Georgia much earlier, but 
public sentiment for revolt was not clearly and definitely mani- 
fested until the famous Tondee Tavern meeting in Savannah in the 
Summer of 1774. Georgia was not officially represented at. the 
First Continental Congress, though Dr. Lyman Hall took it upon 
as an independent delegate from St. John’s 
Parish. 

The Royalist Governor, James Wright, was instrumental in 
holding back the tide of revolt for a time. However, the fact that 
he was driven from the colony by fighters for liverty even before 
the advent of the Declaration of Independence is ample evidence 
of the patriotic zeal of Georgians. Joel Chandler Harris tells us that 
the first vessel armed and equipped for naval warfare during the 
Revolution was fitted up by the “Liberty Boys” of Georgia. And 
ironically enough, this was by authority of a Provincial Conven- 
tion of July 4, 1775. Indeed, the early patriots of Georgia forged 
a triumph for liberty under adverse circumstances, as the State's 
gallant have done time and again since. 


Leaders Archibald Bulloch, John Houstoun, Noble W. Jones, 

Joseph Habersham, Lachlan McIntosh, George Walton, 
Lyman Halk the Rev. John J. Zubly and Button Gwinnett seem 
to have been the principal leaders for independence in Georgia prior 
to July 4, 1776. Bulloch, Houstoun, Hall, Gwinnett and Wal- 
ton were the delegates to the Continental Congress which voted the 
great Declaration at Philadelphia. The latter three were present 
there and signed on behalf of Georgia. 

Gwinnett, Hall and Walton were certainly three of ‘Georgia’s 
most illustrious sons. All were adopted ones. Gwinnett was born 
in England and came to Georgia from South Carolina, settling 
He became an ardent patriot, being con- 
verted by Dr. Lyman Hall. Personal ambition led him, in 1777, 
while “President” and “Commander-in-Chief” of Georgia, follow- 
ing the death of Archibald Bulloch, to direct an unsuccessful ven- 
ture aimed at annexing Florida to Georgia. He was later defeated 
for Governor by John Adam Treutlen, the first elected under the 
Constitution of 1777. 

Gwinnett was a large landowner; served in many places of trust; 
was a Speaker of the Georgia House of Representatives and a dele- 
gate to the Constitutional Convention of 1777. He was mortally 
wounded in a duel with his perpetual antagonist, Lachlan McIn- 
tosh, and did not live to see independence won. The Georgia De- 
partment of Archives and History has an original of his rare 
signature. 

Dr. Lyman Hall was born at Wallingford, Conn. Graduated from 
Yale, he, too, came to Georgia by way of South Carolina, and 
settled on Midway River in St. John’s Parish. A physician and a 
firm believer in the virtues of education and religion, he tried to 
put those beliefs into practice when he became Governor in 1783. 
Hall and Gwinnett were both members of historic Midway Church, 
which still stands in Liberty County. 

George Walton was born in Virginia and removed to Georgia. 
He was one of the most determined and successful of the early 
patriots of Georgia; represented Georgia in Congress six times: 
fought the British, being wounded, captured and exchanged: served 
as Governor, as United States Senator and as a Superior Court 
Judge. He died in 1801, having lived to see the American Union 
realized, the Constitution of the United States adopted, and Thomas 
Jefferson elected President. 

These are but a few of the details concerning the versatile 
signers who represented Georgia in’ approving the Great Charter 
of American liberty. They are now permanently honored in the 
names of three fine counties. 


Celebration The news of the signing of the Declaratgpn of In- 

dependence at Philadelphia on Julv 4, 1776, did 
Savannah until August. A great celebration then and 
forth, the courier’s copy of the document being read 
aloud at least four times. Thirteen cannon volleys boomed, and 
George III was carried in effigy through the streets to a mock 
burial. President Bulloch led the ceremonies, and soon other par- 
ishes joined in the enthusiasm.

The story of the bitter struggle 
for independence emphasizes the great truth that “Eternal Vigi- 
lance is the Price of Liberty.”

from the North, and in New York itself one finds astonishingly few people who have ventured far- 
ther south than Washington. ‘Going to Louisiana, and in July? What on earth for? You're 
crazy: my friends declared. But very quickly New Orleans began to dispel the prejudices of a life- 
tame: it is the American city in which a European feels most immediately at home. 

The more I saw of the South, the better I 
liked it. The creeks of Louisiana, with drifting 
islands of flowers, and cypresses draped with 
long veils of Spanish moss; the red earth of 
Georgia and the Carolinas; the vast Tennessee 
River, subjugated by monumental dams among 
lushly wooded hills; the colonnaded plantation 
houses with their avenues of oaks or magnolias 
above the levees of the Mississippi; the campus 
of the University of Virginia, designed by Jef- 
ferson, as happy and complete an architectural 
composition as anything Europe can show; the 
velvety, voluptuous night-sky and the leisurely 
pace of daily life; all these predispose to sym- 
pathy. Southern manners, like Southern women, 
are proverbially beautiful; cooking is venerated 
as a civilized art (like golf in the North); and 
Southern hospitality, one soon learns, more than 
deserves its reputation. Everywhere in the 
United States the visiting Englishman meets 
with a welcome almost embarrassing in its gen- 
erosity, but in the South anti-British feeling is 
absent even from the newspapers. Concern 
about the Russian menace, I may add, seemed 
there to be specially intense: Southerners know 
from cruel experience what it means to be de- 
feated., 


To stifle manufacturing in the South, the 
North has used four instruments: capital (a 
borrower must pay higher interest in the 
South); patents (the North owns the rights 
to most industrial processes); high tariffs 
(the South has to buy Northern goods at tar- 
iff-inflated prices, but itself makes few ar- 
ticles that benefit from protection); and, 
most indefensible, differential freight rates 
(railways charging a higher price to carry 
finished products from South to North than 
from North to South). 


This last iniquity dates from the vindictive 
and rapacious “occupation” of the South by the 
North after the War Between the States, when 
most white Southerners were disfranchised. It 
has acted, no less effectively than an internal 
tariff would, to. protect Northern manufacturers 
from Southern (and also from Western) compe- 
tition. “Domestic free trade is essential to post- 
war America,’ as Gov. Arnall declared when 
Georgia took action against these freight rates, 
and in 1945 they were at last declared illegal. 
The decision has not yet been fully implement- 
ed. Nor did it excite much alarm among the 
great Northern manufacturers; they had _ al- 
ready begun to establish factories in the South, 
attracted by the cheaper cost of labor and the 
smaller need for fuel. Though this has enlarged 
the pay roll of Southerners, the profits from 
their labor are drained to the North. 


Racial prejudice? Illiteracy? Child labor? 
Wretched housing? Disease? Yes, the South 
suffers hideously from all of these. One must 
not be blinded by the charms of a lingering 
aristocratic tradition. The vicious circle is 
complete: poverty makes health and educa- 
tion bad; bad health and bad education per- 
petuate poverty. Indigence in the United 
States is the misfortune not of a class but of 
an area. To what is this due? 


Relatively to the North, the South today 
remains as poor as ever. But absolutely its 
recent progress have been signal. In the last 
10 years the average Southern annual income 
has risen from $315 to $797. (This, of course, 
reflects inflation as well as increased produc- 
tion.) The war introduced new industries, 
and has left capital available for further en- 
terprises. Cotton is being widely replaced by 
other crops and livestock, to the great ad- 
vantage of the soil. Health is improving. 
Racial prejudice grows less violent. In the 
Armed Forces some of the young came to 
perceive that it was incompatible with the 
democracy for which they were risking their 
lives. It is indeed in the North and West 
that the color problem threatens now to be- 
come most acute. A cotton-picking machine 
is coming into use. For this and other rea- 
sons, at least 3,000,000 Negroes are likely 
within the next 10 years to emigrate from 
the South. 


Southerners cannot be acquitted of all re- 
sponsibility. They have despised manufactur- 
ing as ungentlemanly. They have impoverished 
their soil by an excessive planting of cétton, a 
most destructive crop. (Of the 150,000,000 acres 
of eroded land in the United States, half are in 
the Southeast.) The poorer white people, more- 
over, have blamed their misery upon Negro 
competition, and mutual mistrust has prevented 
the two races of victims from uniting to defend 
the common interests of their region. North- 
ern criticism, especially from “liberals,” has 
merely encouraged Southerners in a nostalgia for 
a romantic past, and the optimism that is an 
unofficial religion in America further indis- 
poses them to face and to diagnose their dis- 
tresses. 

It is chiefly, however, the North that has 
imposed poverty upon the South (though most 
Northerners are blissfully unaware of the fact). 
The victors in the War Between the States con- 
tinue after more than 80 years to exploit the 
territory they conquered. The South is rich in 


It is only a section of Northern business that 
profits from the colonial economy imposed upon 
the South. The makers of motor cars and re- 
frigerators, for-instance, would find a vast new 


sulphate, phosphate, bauxite, oi] and natural gas, 
as well as in land and lumber. It has ample 
supplies of coal and iron. It includes more than 
a quarter of the population and the area of the 
United States. Yet it produces less than a sev- 
enth (in value) of the manufactures. The oil, 
steel and chemicals are mostly owned by the 
North, and the profits from the other raw mate- 
rials go mostly to the North, where they are 
processed. As Mr. Ellis Arnall proclaimed when 
he was Governor of Georgia, the Southern States 
have been treated “‘as colonies for exploitation.” 


market if the Southern agriculturalist attained 
the high standard of life enjoyed in the North 
alike by the farmer and the artisan. Purchas- 
ing power has already been multiplied in the 
area made prosperous by the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, and it must be only a question of 
time before a similar prosperity embraces other 
parts of the South. The Americans are the most 
energetic, generous and buoyant of all peoples. 
They will no longer allow a quarter of their 
country to endure conditions of life that are pro- 
foundly un-American. 


Truman's New Peace Offensive 


WASHINGTON—President Truman’s mysterious remarks. re- 
garding Russia a few days ago were made for a specific purpose 
and as part of a carefully thought-out plan. 

Contrary to apparent appearances and certain press criticisms, 
the President's widely debated Kansas City talk was neither ex- 
temporaneous nor “shooting from the hip.” He knew exactly what 
he was going to say, had a definite purpose in mind, and de- 
liberately picked the time and place for his comments. 

The talk was the opening move in a new “peace drive” that 
the President has personally conceived and is himself directing. 

This new light was shed on the mysterious maiter by a member 
of the White House staff. An authoritative source, he told the 
North American Newspaper Alliance that future developments 
would prove the President’s talk to be of “great historical sig- 
nificance.” 

The White House official predicted that Mr. Truman's state- 
ment in Kansas City would rank in importance with the late 
President Roosevelt’s famous “quarantine” speech in Chicago in 
the Fall of 1937. 

That speech also was considered very mystericus and aroused 
world-wide conjecture and considerable criticism. Subsequent events 
proved it was carefully planned and prepared as the opening gun 
in a campaign to align the U. S. against the Axis powers. 


Purpose ee — the White House official's explanation, 

ruman’s mysterious Kansas City talk was 
just as deliberate and purposeful as the Roosevelt speech 11 years 
ago in Chicago—but with this one difference: 

The basic intent of the Roosevelt speech was invocation of force 
against the Axis. The purpose of Truman’s remarks was to further 
the cause of world peace. 

As explained to the North American Newspaper Alliance, the 
President believes that a “practical” working agreement can be 
reached with Russia. He fully appreciates that such a task is con- 
fronted with many obstacles and complexities, on both side of 
the Iron Curtain. The White House spokesman particularly em- 
phasized this last point—that there were many difficulties in the 
West as well as in Russia. 

But. the President is determined to attempt to overcome these 
obstacles. He is determined to do so for two reasons:: First, be- 
cause he believes that all the peoples of the world want peace: and, 
second, because he fears the catastrophic consequences of a con- 
tinuance of the state of tension and crisis that now exists between 
the Fast and West, 

The President, it was declared. has never abandoned his idea of 
sending a special “‘peace” emissary to Russia. 

This plan, disclosed in the final stages of the recent 
tial campaign, called for Chief Justice Fred M. Vinson undertaking 
the mission. When the plan was made known, it evoked violent 
criticism on the ground that it was a “political move.” But the 
President is convinced that the great mass of Americans did not 
fee] that way, that they favor such an effort being made, and 
that the matter was an intangible factor favoring his election. 

The White House official would not comment on any new plans 
that the President may have in mind to promote his ideas.

Envoy However, it can be stated authoritatively that certain 
Democratic leaders of Congress have urged the Presi- 
dent to go through with this plan. One of these is Sen. Tom 
Connally, of Texas, who will be Chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee in the new Congress. 

In a private talk recently with the President, Connally strongly 
counselled him to send a special envoy to Moscow to try to work 
out a basis for an East-West ranprochement. Connally told the 
President that the Democratic members of the Foreign Relations 
Committee approved of this plan, and wanted the President to go 
through with it. i oe 

Connally also predicted strong popular support throughout the 
U. S. if the President undertook the plan. 

The Texas Senator also informed the President that there was 
much sentiment within the Foreign Relations Committee for a thor- 
ough examination of the operation of the Marshall Plan before any 
new funds are voted. Connally stated that there is considerable 
feeling in the Senate that the beneficiary Marshall Plan countries 


are not fulfilling their commitments under the ERP Act passed 


by Congress.

The President Doesnt Take Chances 


WASHINGTON—Dropped over to the White House the other day to get some hot dope on the 
horrifying manner in which President Truman risks his neck, and uncovered a curious fact: He 


doesn’t dare risk his neck.

seldom. The boys who travel with him, or bring up the rear, 


say that the only time they really worry about him is when he asks for the wheel of one of the 
White House cars and starts passing trucks on blind hills, just like Joe the plumber out for a Sun-

But his car-driving seldom gets into the news- 
papers. What hits the front pages are his ap- 
parent brushes with death in airplanes and on 
the brink of mountain precipices. ey 

To start with, the car-skid on that Brazilian 
mountain was a 98 percent hokum story.

Two years ago the President decided to fly 
home on Christmas morning to see his mother. 
The weather around Washington was especially 
vile that morning, with alternate sleet and rain 
pelting the runways.

Just How ‘Responsible’ Is the ILGWU? 


I recently advised students in high schools and college to take no propaganda from the teachers 
on the subject of unionism. Put up with no assumptions in favor of unions. Make the teachers prove 
everything. The term “labor leader” for union bo ss is one of the most pernicious deceptions. All citi- 
zens should be careful to reject the same impositions in editorials. Some editorial propaganda is 
intentional but I feel that much of it is just the product of earelessness and habit. 


However, the New York Times is neither 
careless nor tired and when the Times uses the 
needle in an editorial on unionism, you know 
the Times is up to something. The Times is Cca- 
pable of that. It is an old and clever hand at 
slipping the customers motivated stuff that seems 
as innocent as prattle. Because it is a rich paper 
the Times is commonly regarded as a conserva- 
tive, even reactionary, publication. It is nothing 
of the kind. It has been a New Deal paper most 
‘of the way and the unemotional front is a de- 
ceptive coloration. 

A few days ago, David Dubinsky’s union, the 
Internationa! Ladies’ Garment Workers, pub- 
lished a “plan” to slip a substitute act in be- 
tween the present Taft-Hartley Law and the 


Wagner Act. 
The head on the Times editorial said “Blue- 
print From Labor.” 
There goes that needle! 


This union is not “labor” nor even “of 
labor.” -It is a private, monopolistic cult 
ruled with iren authority by a few heavy- 
handed bosses who put up with no monkey 
business from either employers or rank and 
file. They decide what is best for the mem- 
bers. In a great show of benevolence at a 
Summer camp maintained at the expense of 
the rank and file, Dubinsky and the other 
bosses enjoy royal or noble status. Big shots. 
The humble subjects keep their distance. It 
is a great place for showing-off purposes. 
Rugged labor leader shows human side re- 
laxing with rank and file. 


This union, privileged by the Wagner Act 
and the Taft-Hartley Act, as well, cultivated and 
propitiated by Presidents, Congressmen, Mayors 
and Governors, regularly taxes the earnings of 
American citizens who are not members. Citi- 
zens who reject. membership. It taxes them for 
a vacation fund of which they receive no share. 

It makes contractors pay amounts of money 
into its vacation fund with respect to the work 
of individual members but makes its own deci- 
sion as to how much of that money shall be 
paid back to these subjects for their vacations, 
and for other purposes. 

That is familiar practice. It appears to be 
legal. But it is not a practice of “labor.” It is 
a practice of unionism. The collection of arbi- 
trary assessments, shakedowns in the cases of 
unwilling members, for use. in Europe is an- 
‘ other practice of this union which the Times 
calls “labor.” It also spent the workers’ money 
for underground work or spying in Europe—or 
said it did—during the war. The money couldn’t 
be accounted for because that process would 
betray the secret operatives. Twenty years ago 
that sort of thing was confined to European 
governments. Then Roosevelt dodged questions 
about the expenditure of cash by saying it went 
for secret work which couldn’t be discussed. 
How do we know Elliott didn’t get it? That was 
raw enough. But now unions have the same 
priviege of taxing American workmen for 
money to spend in European countries—they say 
—without accounting for it. 

This “plan” of Dubinsky’s “deserves careful 
consideration” because * is “one of the most 


i 
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progressive, best led and most responsible trade 
unions in the country,” says the New York 
Times. 

You see the trick there? You are not a walk- 
ing compendium of police cases so you say, 
“Well, if the Times say so, it must be so.” 

Now you can’t do much about that highly 
complimentary term “progressive.” The Commu- 
nists say they are progressive. Henry Wallace 
called his Communist front the Progressive 
Party. That might be what the Times means. 
“Best led—.” That is an awkward phrase but 
it means to deceive you about Dubinsky’s char- 
acter and his union’s character. He doesn’t lead. 
He bosses. This outfit follows European Social- 
ism. Its practices are Marxian although it op- 
poses the Communists and their party. The rea- 
son why it has had such a hard time with na- 
tive, Anglo-Saxon Americans is that it goes 
contrary to the stuff which we imported from 
England to form the basis of our society and 
government. 

“And most responsible unions in the coun- 
try,” says the Times. 

A few weeks ago this Dubinsky union in 
New York hired 200 professional goons from 
the Seafarers’ International Union, of the AFL, 
at $75 a week each to exert moral suasion on 
non-union workers. 


The police rounded up 42 in one bunch 
and Frank Hogan, the District Attorney, was 
told that they had a habit of surrounding 
non-union workers at their jobs and escort- 
ing them to the union office to sign up. 
Some of these recruits to the ranks of the 
“progressive” and “responsible” Garment 
Workers’ Union thought they were being in- 
timidated. They were afraid of the sailors 
who all wore white caps, symbolic of the 
sea, perhaps. Big fellows and pugnacious. 
They didn’t say “please.” And the same 
sailors hall had turned out goons last Spring 
to riot in the Wall Street strike of AFL 
clerical workers. . 


This is the same union, as the New York 
Times well knows, which terrorized American 
citizens at the Donnelly Garment Works in Kan- 
sas City, to make them quit their own union. 
and add their taxes to the aggregate power of the 
immigrant David Dubinsky. That was the case 
which tested the so-called Norris-LaGuardia Act 
forbidding Federal judges to issue injunctions 
against violent coercion of citizens by unions. 
Felix Frankfurter created this law and later 
wrote a Supreme Court decision upholding it as 
constitutional, whereas others said it wasn't. 


And Judge Otis, of the District Court, refusing. 


to grant the injunction against Dubinsky, wrote 
that this law, Felix Frankfurter’s law, simply 
meant that the way to avoid the law was to 
avoid the judges. 

“There is an unintended compliment,” his 
opinion said, “in legislation which recognizes 
that the judges will stand firm in obedience to 
their oaths and that the thing to do, if the law 
is to be avoided, is to avoid the judges.” 

' Well, there you have the New York Times on 
unionism. Better watch those editorials. They 
ean trick you.

This is a story for which Sally is indebted to Nonie Morgan, 
that clever former Atlantan, who writes a daily column, “Talkin’ 
It Over,” in The Macon News which she serves as Woman’s Editor. 

Recently when J. P. Holmes, who is assistant to the Atlanta 
sculptor, Julian Harris, was visiting his mother-in-law, Mrs. Clar- 
ence Bush, in Macon, he noticed that two of her ancestral portraits 
were crumbling away. He begged her to let him bring them 
to Atlanta to Lewis Skidmore to be restored. 


They are twin portraits of Mrs. Bush’s great-grandmother, 

Billingsley Barrow, and her son, John. When Mr. Skid- 

more saw them, he went into raptures and told Mrs. Bush 

_ that they were absolutely priceless, for they were painted by 

- Rembrandt Peale back in the 1800s. They had hung in the 

Bush living room on Arlington Place in Macon for years,

that they had a value beyond that of sentiment as family 
portraits. 


When Mr. Skidmore had finished restoring them, he could not 
resist giving a tea and inviting his fellow artists to see them before 
Mrs. Bush took them back to Macon.
